There are so many ostriches at} 
‘the Cawston farm at South Pasadena 
that most visitors to Southern, Cali- 
fornia can see these great birds de- 
spoiled of their magnificent plumage, 
as the clipping is done at various | 
times during the year and is adver- 
tised beforehand, 

Nine months after emerging from 
the shell the young ostriches are ready 
to clip. (Think of it—from egg to 
plume in less than a year’s time. 
When an ostrich is ready to be clip- 
ped, he is driven into the angle of a 
V-shaped fence, where a hood is slip- 
ped over his head. This renders him 
docile, for when he cannot see, the 
ostrich believes himself safe. While 
one man holds him, another deftly | 
clips the plumes close to the flesh. 
The wing and tail feathers from male 
birds are taken—the feathers from 
the rest of the body not being used ¢ 
at the Cawston. factory. 

The process of clipping the plumes 
consumes only a few minutes per bird | 
—-and the ostrich hardly realizes that; 
he has. been shorn of his beauty. 

Straight from the bird, after being 
clipped, the feathers are taken to the 
factory on the grounds in this city, 
where they are put through all the! 
processes of washing, dyeing, curling, 
and making up; The factory is so ar- 
ranged that visitors may see how the! 
feathers are handled—what delicate 
and Gareful work must be done on'| 
them to turn out the perfect plume. 

When the feathers come to the fac- 
tory, they are first of all sorted as to 
color, then graded in quality and sort- 
ed as to length, varying from the short 
ones up to. plumes twenty-four or 
twenty-six inches lone. Then’ ‘each 
length is sorted for width; of which 
there are six. Altogether there are 
more. than 500 different grades of 
feathers regularly instock at the 
farm. These 500. different 
them dyed into al- 
eolors and shades.

Angeles a 
few days ago and, without revealing 
either their presence or mission, began 
a determined search for a suitable site.

Tt Gg true,” said Dodge last even- 
ine, when asked concerning the enter- 
prise, “that we expect to establish an 
ostrich farm here as. large, if not 
jarger, than the one we have in Los 
Angeles.
